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Survivor of terror attack recognised for charity efforts

A TEENAGER at the centre of a 
charity which helps victims of 
terrorism, has been presented 
with a community award. 

Owen Richards, 18, was one of the 
recipients in the Wednesbury Com¬ 
munity Awards, which took place last 
Thursday. 

He was handed the 
Outstanding Young 
Person’s Award for 
his work with Smile 
For Joel, the charity 
set up in memory of 
his brother Joel, uncle 
Adrian Evans and 
grandfather Pat Evans 
who were killed in the 
Tunisia terror attack. 

Student Owen trav¬ 
elled from Worcester 
where he studies sport 
at the city’s university, also attended by Joel, for 
the ceremony at Wednesbury Town Hall. 

He survived the holiday resort attack in 2015, 
when he was just 16, and was later praised by 
a coroner for his bravery in trying to help his 
grandfather to escape terrorist Seifeddine 
Rezgui who, armed with a Kalashnikov, chased 
the family through their hotel in Sousse. The at¬ 
tack claimed the lives of 38 holidaymakers. 

Reason 

Owen’s mother Suzy Richards said her son 
was the main force behind the Smile For Joel 
fundraising charity despite his busy university, 
sporting and refereeing commitments. She said: 
“After the horror he has seen and been through, 
I don’t know how he does it. I’m very proud of 
him. He gives us all a reason to carry on.” 

Smile For Joel raises money for Victim Sup¬ 
port which supports all UK families who become 
victims of murder and terrorism. The awards 
ceremony also saw presentations for outstanding 
volunteer, good neighbour, community project, 
partnership working, community organization 
and a special community award. 

The main focus of the evening were tributes to 
the late Richard Eades, former Baggie Bird and 
community stalwart. Sandwell councillor Elaine 
Costigan described him as ‘a special kind of guy’. 

Mr Eades ran and set up the local boys brigade 
and also campaigned for Smile For Joel.

AN athlete will be swapping her job at 
Sandwell College for Australia’s Gold Coast 
when she represents Team England in shot 
put at the Commonwealth Games. 

Rachel Wallader, aged 28, is part of the 
athletics squad heading Down Under for the 
games, which start on April 4. 

She finished fourth at the 2014 Common¬ 
wealth Games in Glasgow after throwing a 
personal best, but is hoping to improve on 
that performance when the women’s shot put 
competition gets under way on April 12. 

“It’s great to represent my country again in 


a sport I love, Its a great feeling wearing your 
country’s colours,” said Rachel. 

She first took up athletics when she was 10. 
“I joined Halesowen Athletics Club, where my 
coach at the time Julie Bellfield carried me 
through until she felt I had outgrown her shot 
put coaching. 

“However, we are still in contact and she 
supports me fully. I wouldn’t be where I am 
now if she hadn’t pushed me in the right di¬ 
rection all those years ago.” 

Over the years she has competed in the 
European indoor and outdoor championships 


and at the outdoor European Championships 
in Amsterdam. 

While in 2017 she took part in the wom¬ 
en’s shot put at the World Championships in 
London. 

Rachel trains six times a week and also 
works full time at Sandwell College as the 
work placements officer for the supported 
learning department, 

“We have such a good team their support 
and understanding of my athletics commit¬ 
ments is amazing, again I wouldn’t be able to 
do what I do with out them.” 


POLICE 

Schools sent 
bomb threat 

HUNDREDS of schools across the UK - in¬ 
cluding two in Sandwell - were sent bomb 
threats via email this week. 

West Midlands Police confirmed they 
were investigating messages sent to a 
number of schools in the region, on Mon¬ 
day, said to be ‘false and malicious’. 

The schools included Ormiston Sandwell 
Community Academy in Tividale. 

According to reports, the hoax was part 
of a feud by rival Minecraft gamers, with a 
total of 24,000 emails sent across the UK. 

A spokesperson said: “The academy 
reacted immediately, following proce¬ 
dures to alert police and prepare to initiate 
its evacuation plan but police informed us 
that the email was a hoax. 

“We would like to thank staff and stu¬ 
dents for their professionalism and matu¬ 
rity, and are pleased to report there was no 
disruption to the academy’s day.” 

Sandwell Council said staff had also 
been made aware of one council-run 
school in the area that had been included, 
but were unable to give anymore details. 

Elsewhere in the region, Walsall College 
took the decision to evacuate all 15,000 
students and cancel classes for the day, in 
response to the threats. 

TRANSPORT 

On your bike! In 
landmark scheme 

A LANDMARK initiative to get more 
people off the roads and on bikes in the 
West Midlands has been announced. 

Thousands of bikes will hit the streets 
in Wolverhampton, Birmingham and 
Coventry in September before rolling 
out in Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley and 
Solihull in 2019. 

Nextbike has been picked by Trans¬ 
port for West Midlands, part of the 
West Midlands Combined Authority 
(WMCA), to run bike-share, the UK’s 
largest docked bike-share scheme 
outside London. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street 
said: “We are very optimistic about 
this. It has been introduced in lots of 
cities across the world and it is about 
time it has come to the West Midlands. 

I expect to use the bikes myself. There 
are big benefits to it.”

Waterway to learn of canal women

A TOURING theatre company will be 
bringing stories of women who took 
on the challenging job of operating 
pairs of canal boats during the Second 
World War to life in a series of shows. 

They took to the waterways when 
there was a shortage of crews and 
were responsible for many different 
delivery routes around the region. 

Alarum Theatre Company’s Idle 
Women of the Wartime Waterways 
will shine the spotlight on their expe¬ 
riences The show features poems and 
songs by Heather Wastie, and a solo 
play by Kate Saffin, and has been cre¬ 


ated using first hand accounts, diaries, 
archive material and audio interviews. 

During April and May they will be 
following, by boat, the route worked 
by a Worcestershire woman, Daphne 
March, who carried flour on her fam¬ 
ily-owned boat Heather Bell from 
Worcester to Tipton, and coal from 
Cannock to Worcester, during the war. 

Former Worcestershire Poet Laure¬ 
ate Heather, who lives in Cookley near 
Kidderminster but was born in the 
Black Country, has been touring her 
own poetry and songs since April 2016. 

Performances will take place on 


April 27 at Tipton Community Hub, 
on April 28 at Titford Pumphouse in 
Oldbury and on May 1 at Wood Lane 
Community Centre in West Brom¬ 
wich. 

There will also be shows on May 2 
at The Boathouse in Rushall, on May 
4 at Longwood Boat Club in Walsall, 
on May 8 at The Fingerpost in Pelsall, 
on May 9 at Yates Sport and Social 
Club in Pelsall and on May 12 on Calf

Drivers told they face 
8 months of disruption 


DRIVERS face eight months of 
roadworks misery in West Brom¬ 
wich as a major scheme to rip up 
gas pipes outside Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital was revealed. 

Work will start next month and last 
until Christmas, with rolling road clo¬ 
sures and temporary traffic lights set 
to bring widespread disruption to the 
town. 

A kilometre of gas pipes will be dug up 
from beneath Hallam Street, which runs 
past Sandwell General. 

Preparation work is already under way, 
with temporary traffic lights in Hallam 
Street. Work to remove the iron mains and 
replace them with plastic pipes, expected 
to last for 80 years, will begin on Monday, 
April 23. From then, two-way temporary 
traffic lights will be in operation in Church 
Vale. A lane closure will also be in place on 
All Saints Way for traffic heading towards 
West Bromwich on All Saints Way. 

Summer 

Traffic lights will then be in place in var¬ 
ious areas throughout the summer. 

Access to Hallam Street from All Saints 
Way will be restricted in June and July, 
with Church Vale to be shut first at its 
junction with Parsonage Street and then 
at Hallam Street. 

Temporary lights will then be in place 
outside Sandwell Hospital for two months 
until the end of October. The project is due 
to finish on December 21. 

Gas firm Cadent said it would be work¬ 
ing closely with Sandwell Council to ensure 
disruption is kept to a minimum but urged 
motorists and residents to be patient. 

Steve Murray, who heads up Cadent’s 
gas mains replacement project in the West 
Midlands, said: “This is a major investment 
to ensure local people in West Bromwich 
continue to enjoy safe and reliable gas sup¬ 
plies to heat their homes, cook their meals 
and power their businesses for decades to 
come.” 


PM: Youth unemployment a priority 



Prime Minister Theresa May visited the West Midlands to launch a scheme to tackle unemployment 


THE Prime Minister visited the 
West Midlands to launch a £90 mil¬ 
lion scheme aimed at drastically re¬ 
ducing youth unemployment. 

Theresa May said the Govern¬ 
ment was committed to supporting 
young people on the jobs front, and 
vowed to tear down barriers stop¬ 
ping disadvantaged youths from 
getting work. She visited youth 
unemployment charity, Street 
League at People Plus, in Birming¬ 
ham, which has helped thousands 
of young people find work. 


The Prime Minister spoke with 
youngsters about the barriers they 
have faced in finding work, and met 
people who have successfully com¬ 
pleted training and got full time 
jobs. “Talent, ability and hard work 
should be the only factors affecting 
a young person’s ability to get on in 
life - not their background or eth¬ 
nicity,” Mrs May said. 

The launch of the Government 
programme will help address the 
barriers holding many young lives 
back, and will support young peo¬ 


ple furthest from the labour mar¬ 
ket into employment, she added. 

Mrs May said the quickest way to 
end child poverty was to get more 
people into work. “If children are 
in a workless household they are 
much more likely to be in poverty,” 
she said. 

“Helping people into employ¬ 
ment is a key element of helping to 
deal with the issue of child poverty. 
It is important to reduce the bar¬ 
riers that people find getting into 
employment.” 


Council in 
payout over 
racist abuse 
by supervisor 

A WORKMAN is to receive £16,000 com¬ 
pensation after he was racially abused 
by a Sandwell Council supervisor on a 
job. The incident happened when su¬ 
pervisor, Steve Dawson, was visiting 
the claimant, who is black, while he was 
working on a property 

The plasterer, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said Mr Dawson had paid a 
visit to the site because he had requested 
more time on a job. 

The Employment Tribunal, held in 
Birmingham, found the workman’s 
claims of racial harassment and victimi¬ 
sation were ‘well founded.’ And tribu¬ 
nal judge Pauline Hughes ordered the 
respondent - Sandwell Council - to pay 
£16,000 compensation to the claimant. 

The tribunal also recommended Mr 
Dawson be provided with equality and 
diversity training within three months 
and that he should not be allowed to line 
manage the claimant after the incident, 
which happened in 2015. 

It ordered the council to issue guid¬ 
ance to managers regarding inappro¬ 
priate communications and that the 
council issue a written apology within 
three months. 

But the claimant, who is still waiting 
for his apology, said after the hearing: 
“These comments they were de-grading 
and they really shocked me. It needs to 
be known what happened.” 

Following the judgement Councillor 
Steve Trow, cabinet member for core 
services at Sandwell Council, said: ‘The 
council takes all allegations of this na¬ 
ture extremely seriously and will comply 
fully with the recommendations of the 
Employment Tribunal, which includes a 
rolling schedule of diversity training for 
its managers.” 

A Sandwell Council spokesperson 
confirmed that the supervisor is still 
employed by the council. 

New chairman 
for orchestra 

A NEW chairman has been appointed 
for the City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra. David Burbidge succeeds 
Bridget Blow who is standing down af¬ 
ter completing her six-year tenure. 

He recently led Coventry’s successful 
bid to win the UK City of Culture title 
for 2021 and continues his role as chair¬ 
man of the Coventry City of Culture 
Trust. 

Mr Burbridge is also a previous chair¬ 
man of the city’s Belgrade Theatre and 
holds a CBE for services to cultural 
philanthropy having led five multi-mil- 
lion-pound fundraising campaigns in¬ 
cluding the Central Campaign for the 
£112 million rebuilding of the Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre. 

In business he was managing director 
of Burbidge & Son, which makes be¬ 
spoke kitchen and bathroom furniture.

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Thousands 
reported as 
missing out 
on school 

MORE than 2,000 youngsters went 
missing from schools across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire, figures 
have revealed. Data from councils 
in the region showed children were 
missing from schools for ‘substantial’ 
periods of this academic year. 

Schools in Sandwell reported the 
highest number of children missing 
from education, while a fewer number 
of children went missing from schools 
in Wolverhampton. 

Liberal Democrat campaigner Ian 
Jenkins said his party was concerned 
some young people were at ‘serious 
risk’ of abuse and exploitation, as well 
as missing out on vital education. 

He added: “All children missing ed¬ 
ucation are very vulnerable. They are 
likely to under-achieve academically, 
and evidence suggests they may also 
be at greater risk of abuse, exploita¬ 
tion and neglect than their peers.” 

The party is now calling for the 
Government to compile a national 
report based on data from across the 
country, as well as review varying 
local authority figures. 

Figures released after a Freedom of 
Information request by the party dis¬ 
closed 2,070 recorded as missing from 
their schools. Data also showed there 
were 419 missing children in Dudley, 
Staffordshire reported 555 young peo¬ 
ple not in education, and 656 children 
went missing in Sandwell. 

The leader of Sandwell Council 
Steve Eling said: “There can be a 
range of reasons why a child is not on 
the school roll. At any one time there 
are usually around 75 children miss¬ 
ing education - a small proportion 
when our school population is in ex¬ 
cess of 53,000.” 

Hit-and-run 
murder arrest 

A MAN has been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder after a hit-and-run in 
West Bromwich. A 22-year-old man 
died in hospital after the incident on 
the High Street, near to the junction 
with Trinity Way, yesterday morning. 

Police reported that the vehicle in¬ 
volved in the crash, believed to be a 
VW Caddy van, had failed to stop. 

The force has since arrested a 
38-year-old man on suspicion of mur¬ 
der. The High Street and parts of 
Trinity Way had to be cordoned off 
while police investigated the crash. 

A man was left seriously injured 
after the 2.40am crash and was rushed 
to hospital. Nothing could be done to 
save his life and he died at hospital.

TWO BBC presenters are on a five 
day mission across the West Midlands 
to raise money for Sport Relief. 

Dubbed the ‘Peaky Pentathlon’, 
Midlands Today weather girl Rebecca 
Wood and Radio WM presenter Richie 
Anderson will be dressed in 1920s 
Peaky Blinders peaked caps and cos¬ 
tume as they push themselves to the 
limit on and around the very canals 
the Birmingham gangsters made fa¬ 
mous. 

Rebecca and Richie will walk for 25 
miles - lasting around 10 hours a day 
- then attempt a different event at the 


end of each day. They will be putting 
their own spin on the modern pen¬ 
tathlon by swapping traditional pen¬ 
tathlon events for challenges around 
local landmarks. 

There will be a penalty shoot-out at 
Stoke FC’s training ground instead 
of actual shooting, gymkhana at a 
riding school near Cannock instead 
of show jumping, kayaking 10 miles 
of the canal instead of swimming, a 
cricket challenge at Edgbaston Sta¬ 
dium instead of fencing and finally a 
run around the Alexandra Stadium. 

The challenge kicked off on Monday 


March 19. They were due to be joined 
by a clan of celebrities including Black 
Country-born Olympics medallist 
Kristian Thomas, Glynn Purnell and 
BBC Midlands Today’s Nick Owen. 

Rebecca said: “I’ve never done any¬ 
thing like this before - it’s going to be 
really hard. 

“The training in the rain has been 
tough enough, nothing like present¬ 
ing the bad weather from a warm TV 
studio but I am so excited to meet 
everyone along the way. 

“We are going to need lots of sup¬ 
port to get us through!” 


Motorists counting cost 
of potholes - £l00m 


DAMAGE caused by potholes has 
cost drivers in the West Midlands 
more than £100m this past year, 
with recent cold weather only mak¬ 
ing the problem worse. 

Only drivers in London and the South 
West had to fork out more than those in 
the West Midlands, with London being hit 
the hardest with a damage cost of about 
£170m. 

Drivers in Wales only had to pay about £25m, 
the lowest out of all 11 UK regions studied. 

A study led by vehicle repair company Kwik 
Fit found that during the last year, potholes 
had caused damage to vehicles costing a total of 
£915 million to repair across the nation. 

This is an increase of 34 per cent on the fig¬ 
ure of £684 million two years ago. 

Communications director at Kwik Fit Roger 
Griggs said the poor condition of the roads was 
hitting motorists’ wallets ever harder. 

Puncture 

He said: “Unfortunately, experience of 
past years has shown us that the recent cold 
weather will only make the problem worse and 
we are likely to see even more drivers suffering 
serious damage from impacts with potholes. 

“It’s important to note that while some¬ 
times a pothole will cause a blow out to a tyre, 
in many cases the damage is not immediately 
obvious. Often a pothole can cause a slow punc¬ 
ture, bulge on the inside tyre wall or hairline 
crack in the wheel rim which only becomes ev¬ 
ident days after the impact.” 

About 70 per cent of drivers said they had 
hit at least one pothole a week during the last 
12 months, with a quarter hitting one every 
single day. 

Drivers give a combination of factors as the 
reasons for hitting potholes. A total of 88 per 
cent gave the reason as road or weather con¬ 
ditions, such as the pothole being hidden by a 
puddle or it being too dark to spot, but many 
also said they had to make a deliberate deci¬ 
sion to hit the pothole as avoiding it would 
have compromised their own safety, and that 
of other road users.

Crews tackle fire

Crews were dispatched to the for¬ 
mer Roadhouse club in Lifford Lane, 
Kings Norton, at around 9.30pm on 
Sunday. They remained at the scene 
for several hours in what West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service say was a suspected 
arson attack. Four main jets and two 
hose reel jets were used to bring the 
fire under control.

Inadequate 
rating for 
nursery in 
inspection 

A NURSERY in Darlaston has been 
branded inadequate after it was dis¬ 
covered children did not have access 
to drinking water, the rooms were too 
cold, and anybody could walk in off 
the street. 

An Ofsted inspector also found 
the quality of teaching to be weak 
at Music Box nursery in Salisbury 
Street, and that communication with 
parents was not always effective. 

Staff did not regularly observe and 
assess children’s learning or plan 
challenging activities, or keep a note 
of the youngsters’ attendance which 
made it difficult in the event of an 
emergency. 

Inspector Trish Turney visited the 
Music Box in February. She said in 
her report: “Children do not receive 
the support they need to make pro¬ 
gress in their learning, particularly 
in their communication and language 
development. They have little moti¬ 
vation to play and learn. Children do 
not gain the key skills to help prepare 
them for the next stage of their learn¬ 
ing or eventual move to school.” 

She added: “Staff do not always 
implement effective measures to keep 
children safe. The premises are not 
always secure. Staff do not promote 
children’s good health and well-being 
effectively. The temperature in the 
nursery is too low and staff do not en¬ 
sure children have regular access to 
drinking water.” 

Ms Turney highlighted the one 
strength of the nursery as children 
being able to develop some physical 
skills by playing on wheeled toys or 
by rolling balls. 

Music Box did not respond to re¬ 
quests for comment. 

Campaigners in 
nurseries fight 

CAMPAIGNERS are fighting a coun¬ 
cil decision to close all of Birming¬ 
ham’s community nurseries, which 
could leave hundreds of poor families 
with no day care for their children. 

GMB, the union for childcare work¬ 
ers, lobbied Birmingham City Council 
over its plan to close the facilities. 
Members want councillors to first 
examine the union’s plan on how to 
keep the nurseries open. 

Following intense pressure from 
GMB, including a 1,500 strong peti¬ 
tion, the council agreed to put extra 
options up for consultation - includ¬ 
ing the union’s idea to look at sustain¬ 
ability and locality provision as well as 
the options for closures. GMB organ¬ 
iser Gill Ogilvie said: “GMB have been 
devastated since the council unveiled 
their outrageous plan last year.” 
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Big response 
on blueprint 
for borough 
development 

HUNDREDS of people have had their 
say on where new homes and busi¬ 
nesses should be built in the next 20 
years. Residents in Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton were 
asked to give their views on a new 
planning blueprint for the area. 

More than 1,500 responses were 
submitted by people from all walks of 
life, giving their opinion on 3,500 local 
issues as part of the Black Country 
Core Strategy. 

Once the council examines the data, 
they will officially put it into place in 
2021, outlining where new homes and 
businesses should be built in the four 
boroughs over the next two decades. 

In terms of where new houses 
should be built, 150 specific sites were 
submitted for consideration as either 
residential or industrial development, 
and more than 300 comments were 
received on social media sites. 

Leader of Dudley Council and 
spokesman for the Black Country 
Core Strategy, Councillor Patrick 
Harley, said: “We would like to thank 
everyone who took part in the consul¬ 
tation. We are publishing the results 
in full as part of our commitment to 
make sure this Core Strategy review 
is completely open and transparent 
throughout.”

THOUGHT building Spaghetti Junc¬ 
tion was a challenge? Well, now spe¬ 
cialist toy makers want to recreate 
the entire thing in Lego. 

The iconic road structure, which 
took four years to create, is set to be 
immortalised in the world-famous in¬ 
terlocking plastic bricks at the new 
Legoland Discovery Centre in Bir¬ 
mingham this summer. It will mark 
the 50th anniversary of work starting 
on the road and also celebrate 2018 as 
the Year of Engineering. 

Highways England’s regional direc¬ 
tor Catherine Brookes said the team 


was delighted to see that the junction 
would be included in the new attrac¬ 
tion. She said: “Spaghetti Junction is 
one of those structures that is known 
around the world and we’re thrilled to 
see the road included.” 

Construction started on the sprawl¬ 
ing structure some five decades ago 
and today Spaghetti Junction, offi¬ 
cially called Gravelly Hill Interchange 
but famously known as its fun nick¬ 
name, continues to carry more than 
220,000 vehicles every day. 

Known for its winding, spaghet- 
ti-like structure, the Junction has 559 


concrete columns, some reaching up 
to 80 feet high. And it’s been revealed 
that more than 6,800 hours will be 
ploughed into designing and con¬ 
structing the miniature road system. 

It will join other notable Brum 
landmarks including The Library of 
Birmingham, The Cube, New Street 
Station and the BT Tower, to be rec¬ 
reated in Lego. The first of 45 scaled 
masterpieces are now being recreated 
by a specialist team of Lego model 
builders, in time for the centre’s open¬ 
ing.

It's a fairytale ending 
for abandoned dog Elsa 


AN abandoned dog found close to 
death at a Black Country nature re¬ 
serve has brought happiness to a 
grieving mother and daughter. 

French mastiff Elsa almost did not make it 
when she was discovered alone and almost fro¬ 
zen at Corngreaves Nature Reserve in Cradley 
Heath at the end of last year. 

Birmingham’s Animal House charity got the 
call to help and staff were shocked at the state 
of the dog, who was given the name Elsa, after 
one of the characters in the film Frozen. 

She weighed about 17kg, and was skin and 
bones, but animal rescuers took her in and nur¬ 
tured her back to health. Her story was shared 
online and Elsa soon attracted a celebrity fol¬ 
lowing - with more than 400 people venturing 
along to see her at a ‘meet and greet’ event 
at Your Vets in Smethwick. And after going 
back and forth between foster homes, Elsa 
has now finally found her forever home with 
Louise Haywood and her 25-year-old daughter 
Philippa, in Northfields, Birmingham. 

Settled 

Elsa, thought to be about four years old, has 
quickly settled in with her new owners, as well 
as new feline friends Daisy and Fifi and rescue 
sheepdog Fluff. Philippa and Louise revealed 
how Elsa’s arrival helped cure their broken 
hearts after two of their beloved pets died 
within three months of each other. 

Philippa said: “We suffered two tragic losses 
within 12 weeks of each other - our bull mas¬ 
tiffs Juno and Ivan, both aged four. 

“It left us heartbroken. We had watched El¬ 
sa’s story and she came to us to foster after not 
getting along with the previous fosterer’s dog. 
And we didn’t want her to leave. 

“It’s like she’s always been here - she has 
brought the family so much love and laughter.” 

Louise, aged 57, said Elsa loved to rest and 
would often disappear at about 10pm to sleep 
in one of the beds upstairs. She also revealed 
how Elsa loves walks, and chasing after tennis 
balls.

A SEX fiend who carried out a series of serious attacks on 
two schoolgirls almost four decades ago has been jailed for 
12 years. 

Andrew Lancaster-Madeley groomed his victims before setting out 
on what a judge he described as a ‘catalogue of sex offences’. Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard that the attacks by the 55-year-old, who 
was living in Oldbury at the time, had had a catastrophic effect on his

Judge Michael Challinor told the de¬ 
fendant: “You groomed both girls by 
telling them you were playing games 
with them. 

“You preyed on their innocence and 
naivety and both girls were considera¬ 
bly damaged.” 

One victim’s life had been ruined 
‘and she may never recover’, said the 
judge. 

However he ruled that Lancas¬ 
ter-Madeley had recognised the seri¬ 
ousness of his crimes, committed more 
than 35 years ago, and was fully aware 
of the damage they had inflicted. 

Ashamed 

He added: “You have never sought 
to challenge the honesty and the in¬ 
tegrity of your victims. You must feel 
very ashamed and I know you are fully 
remorseful for what you have done.” 

Lancaster-Madeley, of Telford 
Close, Solihull, admitted 12 charges 
involving rape and indecent assaults 
carried out when he was living in the 
Oldbury area between 1976 and 1986. 

He was also made the subject of an 
indefinite Sexual Harm Protection 
Order and told he must register as a 
sex offender for the rest of his life. 

His licence on release from custody 
was extended for a further two years.

Suspected 
smuggler of 
coke sought 

INVESTIGATORS are on the hunt 
for a man charged with importing co¬ 
caine into the UK. 

The National Crime Agency has 
launched an appeal to try and trace 
Dwane Johnson, who was arrested by 
Border Force officers in January 2016 
when he arrived at Birmingham Air¬ 
port on a flight from Jamaica. 

Officers searching his suitcase re¬ 
covered over 10 kilos of cocaine con¬ 
cealed as coconut milk powder. The 
drugs had an estimated street value 
of £400,000. After being questioned 
by the NCA Johnson was released on 
bail. He was later charged but went 
on the run, and failed to appear at 
court in September. 

Johnson, 38, is described as a ‘gym 
regular’ and lived in Erdington at 
the time of his arrest. Investigators 
believe he also has links to the Hand- 
sworth and Hockley areas of the city, 
as well as Edgware in London. 

Jon Hughes, NCA Operations Man¬ 
ager, said: “We suspect that Dwane 
Johnson was a courier for a drug traf¬ 
ficking network responsible for bring¬ 
ing large quantities of cocaine into the 
UK. It is important that Johnson be 
brought before the courts.”

HE’S been credited by one 
patient for giving her a new 
lease of life - whilst he has 
helped others to walk once 
again, when they had lost all 
hope. 

For Kiran Bassan works as a 
musculoskeletal physiotherapist, 
based at City Hospital, and he is 
dedicated to rehabilitating pa¬ 
tients who have suffered devas¬ 
tating injuries. 

The 27-year-old explained: “I see a 
lot of patients who have initially come 
in with a very poor prognosis and have 
essentially given up all hope.

Angry 

He recalled: “One patient played 
football and had suffered a torn liga¬ 
ment in his knee and had just under¬ 
gone surgery.

“He was signed off for six months 
and it was my job to get him back to 
doing the day-to-day activities he was 
able to do before the injury. 

“I worked hard with him, and was 
able to calm him down and get him 
through the rehabilitation process. 
He’s since been discharged and is 
doing well - he’s even playing football 
again. 

“We see this a lot and there are also 
amputee patients who we help to walk 
again once they’ve been fitted with a 
prosthesis.

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Residents in appeal for 
CCTV to tackle flv-tippers 


CALLS have been made to 
install CCTV on a fly-tipping 
hotspot following concerns 
from residents. 

Police have been asked to imple¬ 
ment the crime-busting measures 
on Forster Street in Smethwick 
where gas canisters were dumped. 

It comes as residents launched a 
petition lobbying Sandwell Council 
to take action on the road which is lo¬ 
cated next to two schools. 

Councillor Zahoor Ahmed said: “I 
am in favour of CCTV. When it comes 
to throwing rubbish we are looking 
into that quite seriously. 

“We have caught people and we are 
doing to take to court. We are doing 
all we can as a council to make sure 
things get cleared quickly. There are a 
lot of things happening and that is all 
we can do.” 


Removal 


Members of Sandwell Council vis¬ 
ited the site with the head petitioner 
where it was found that cleanliness 
levels had dipped to a level deemed 
unacceptable. 

The inspection found that the site 
needed urgent attention including 
the removal of the leaf litter and dis¬ 
carded gas canisters. In response to 
fly-tipping and anti-social behaviour 
Sandwell Council are considering the 
request to monitor the site. 

West Midlands Police have in¬ 
structed officers to patrol the area. 

The police were asked to consider 
whether CCTV could be installed at 
the site to deter behaviour and obtain 
evidence for enforcement action where 
appropriate. It comes as calls have also 
come for CCTV cameras to be installed 
at another dumping site in Halesowen, 
Dudley. Mounds of rubbish were left

discarded on Shelah Road in Hale¬ 
sowen - with councillors saying there 
was ‘no need’ for it to happen. 

Belle Vale councillor Simon Phipps 
is calling on Dudley Council to bring in 
the crime tackling measures in a bid to 
catch offenders. 

He said: “There is absolutely no 
need or excuse for people dumping 
their rubbish at the side of the road 


like this. Shelah Road has unfortu¬ 
nately become a target for this activ¬ 
ity recently and they’ll carry on until 
something is done to catch offenders 
or prevent it from happening in the 
first place. 

“In a month that is supposed to be 
‘The Great British Spring Clean’ it is 
sad to see that some people treat our 
area in such a way.”

A SUPERMARKET will undergo a 
major rebuild after councillors have 
given plans approval. 

Councillors gave the green light to 
the proposals which will see the Lidl 
store in Horseley Heath, Tipton, de¬ 
molished and rebuilt.

SANDWELL MP Tom Watson has accused the Gambling 
Commission of ‘passing the buck’ over plans to cut stakes 
for fixed odds betting terminals (FOBT). 

The commission says the maximum stake for such terminals, FOBTs 
- dubbed the crack cocaine of gambling - should be cut to £30 or less. 
Currently people can bet up to £100 every 20 seconds on electronic 


casino games, such as roulette and 

But Labour’s deputy leader said 
the recommendation, which follows a 
Government consultation, does not go 
far enough. He has called for the maxi¬ 
mum stake on electronic casino games 
such as roulette to be slashed to £2. 

West Bromwich East MP Mr Watson 
said: “The Gambling Commission’s 
recommendation that the maximum 
stake on fixed-odds betting terminals 
be reduced from £100 to £30 or less 
does not go anything like far enough. 
It simply passes the buck to ministers. 
But, if we are to tackle the hidden ep¬ 
idemic of gambling addiction in this 
country, we need decisive action. 

“We need to reduce the maximum 
stake on electronic casino games like 
roulette to £2, and introduce slower 
spin times. I sincerely hope ministers 
do the right thing, but I fear they will 
cow-tow to the powerful lobbying of 
the betting industry which generates 
£1.8bn a year by putting the health of 
its profits before the health of its cus¬ 
tomers.” 

The commission’s recommendation 
will be one of the most influential sub¬ 
missions to a review by the Depart¬ 
ment for Digital, Culture, Media and 
Sport, which has said it will cut the 
maximum bet on FOBTs from £100 to 
a range between £2 and £50. 

Bookmakers derive more than half 
of their annual revenues from FOBTs, 
and have warned that a cut to £2 on 
such games would force shops to close.

SANDWELL Council and 
West Midlands Police of¬ 
ficers worked with the own¬ 
ers of the Toys R Us site in 
Oldbury to swiftly tackle 
an unauthorised encamp¬ 
ment using new powers. 

The members of the en¬ 
campment are now banned 
from entering Sandwell 
with the intention of form¬ 
ing an unlawful encamp¬ 
ment for a period of three 
months. 

Firstly, council officers 
directed the encampment 
of two caravans to use the 
council’s transit site, where 
rent of £80 a week and a 
£250 deposit must be paid 
for each caravan. 

When this direction was 
refused, police were then 
able to use their Section 62 
powers, which led to the en¬ 
campment quickly leaving 
Sandwell and being banned 
from returning to the bor¬ 
ough for three months. A 
breach of this ban can lead 
to arrest and having vehi¬ 
cles seized. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, said: “Once again, 
for the second time in a 
month, we are seeing the 
benefits of having a transit 
site.”

FOCUS ON OLDBURY 


No more Toys R Us - all stores 
set to shut within six weeks 


TOYS R Us is to shut all 100 of its UK stores after ad¬ 
ministrators failed to find a buyer for the collapsed re¬ 
tailer, resulting in the loss of 3,000 jobs. 

Its branches at Meole Brace Retail Park in Shropshire and at 
St Andrews in Birmingham will be among the first to go, fol¬ 
lowed by shops at the Birchley Island in Oldbury, the Merry Hill 
Centre and at Stafford’s Queens Retail Park - opened only last 
year - over the next six weeks. 


The toy chain appointed 
Moorfields Advisory to oversee an 
administration at the end of Feb¬ 
ruary. But staff have been told that 
no buyer has been found for Toys 
R Us and that all stores will close. 

At the same time 67 staff at the 
firm’s head offices were made re¬ 
dundant. The closure programme 
for the remaining stores, includ¬ 
ing the Oldbury site, is expected 
to take approximately six weeks to 
complete. 

Simon Thomas, joint adminis¬ 
trator and partner at Moorfields, 
said: “We have made every effort 
to secure a buyer for all or part of 
the company’s business. This pro¬ 
cess attracted some interest, but 
ultimately no party has been able 
to move forward with a formal bid 
prior to the expiration of the stated 
deadline. We are grateful for the 
hard work of Toys R Us staff dur¬ 
ing this very difficult period and 
will be providing support where we 
can to those who have been made 
redundant.” 

“All of the remaining 75 Toys

R Us and Babies R Us stores will 
remain open until further notice. 
We’re extending the nationwide 
discounting programme and would 
like to encourage customers to 
take advantage of the special offers 
available in store while stock levels 
remain high.” 

Toys R Us is one of the nation’s 
biggest toy retailers, employing 
more than 3,000 across 100 stores 
in the UK. Moorfields said at the 
time of the chain’s collapse that it 
is making “every effort” to secure 
a buyer for all or part of the busi¬ 
ness, but no suitor materialised in 
what is proving to be a dire time 
for high street retailers. 

The retail sector has had a dis¬ 
mal start to 2018, with the col¬ 
lapse of Toys R Us and Maplin and 
a host of firms undergoing painful 
restructurings, including New 
Look and eateries run by celebrity 
chef Jamie Oliver, as well as Byron 
and Prezzo.

Sometimes on the page they don’t 
look like that much, but I was at the very first 
reading of The Play That Goes Wrong and 
that was obvious - I could see where they 
were going to take the characters, playing off 
their idea of the audience - that was an easy 
choice. 

“I honestly don’t know, I don’t have a 
method - you just read it a couple of times 
and see if you can picture how you would 
do it. I knew straight away the kind of actors I 
would want and how I would approach it.” 

Mark puts in hours and hours during 
rehearsals to make sure his shows are funny. 

“You just don’t know - sometimes :+ ’~ * u ~ 
little innocuous things that you’ve pu 
in to bridge from one moment to 
the next suddenly start getting 
a laugh, and you just wonder 
why. 

“Usually the penny 
drops and you see why. I 
don’t think anybody can 
really anticipate where 
the laughs will land, 
sometimes it’s just a 
simple movement that 
an actor does that’s 
funny. I would say 
about 80 per cent 
of stuff that we 
put in rehearsal 
lands and we 
don’t have to 
change, and 
there’s always a 
couple of things 
that you’re sad aren’t 
working and you have to 
change.” 

He says the most important 
thing is that people take their 
characters seriously, even in 
shows as silly as The Play 
That Goes Wrong. 

“As the actor playing it,

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No Lye-ing, this was perfect night out 


WE have a wonderful afternoon and evening. 
We had to - because it was by order of the 
Peaky Blinders! 

Having booked an evening meal at the Windsor 
Castle Inn in Lye we thought we’d try somewhere 
already renowned for its good food. And, perhaps just 
as importantly, a place that brewed its own award¬ 
winning beer on site and had a gin emporium. 

The Saturday just happened to clash with one of 
Sadler’s now famous Peaky Blinders-themed days 
and we were lucky to have stumbled across it. The 
only Peaky-style clothing I own is a Christmas T-shirt, 
which my wife, Kelly, banned me from wearing (it was 
approaching spring after all) so we went as we were. 


QUAINT 

However, many had made the effort and it really was 
a set back in time when we enjoyed a few meal drinks 
in Sadler’s Brewhouse & Bar, just behind Lye Railway 
Station, with live music and draft real ales. 

We then made our way to the Windsor Castle Inn, a 
five-minute walk, for our meal. The Windsor is a nice, 
quaint pub that always serves at least 10 of its own real 
ales. 

The brewery started in 1900, founded by Nathaniel 
Sadler, the great, great grandfather to Emily and Chris 
Sadler. It supplied its 12-tied public houses, the most 
famous being The Windsor Castle, the original brewery 
tap house, first based in Oldbury. 

Now in Lye, near Stourbridge, the brewery has once 
again become a thriving family-run microbrewery, 
owned by Chris Sadler, supplying public houses and 
supermarkets with Sadler’s cask and bottled ales 
throughout the Midlands and country. And there were 
plenty of groups enjoying brewery tours too - so if 
anyone fancies soaking up some of the pub’s rich 



history something like that would be worth a punt. The 
1920-inspired Dr Hardwicke’s Gin Emporium, which 
opened in the summer, also boasts more than 35 spirits. 

There was a little drama when we arrived as there had 
been a mix-up with our booking - and we didn’t exist 
according to their records. But after producing the email 
apologies were made and they found us a table for two. 
We were even offered a free round of drinks. 

As it was Peaky-themed night the pub was busy, so 
if you’re thinking of a romantic or quiet evening for two, 
it’s perhaps best to avoid such an evening. However, we 


loved the atmosphere and were treated superbly by the 
staff, who have also won awards for their service. 

So it was finally time to order some starters and I 
have to say we guessed right when we decided to share 
one because it was more than ample. We opted for the 
crab and scallop thermidor, which came with mixed 
leaves and homemade bread. Each homemade meal 
comes with a recommendation of the perfect pint of 
craft beer to accompany the food. For me, fish is always 
the number one option and luckily the Windsor Castle 
Inn has its fish delivered fresh from the markets every 


morning. The loin of cod, served with a seafood ragout, 
seasonal vegetables and a choice of dauphinoise or 
hand-cut chips stole the show. 

Kelly went for the pork medley, a trio of braised pork 
belly, pork and leek sausage, and grilled pork chop 
on a bed of creamy mashed potato served with black 
pudding, cider jus and seasonal vegetables. ‘Amazing’ 
was how she described it. 

So if you enjoy real ales, a selection of gins and some 
lovely homemade food, it’s worth giving The Windsor 
Castle Inn a try.

Great stopping power in 
wet and more economical 


By John Griffiths 

Tyre maker Bridgestone has unveiled a new product which is 
set to take the industry by storm - literally, as its wet weather 
performance in particular sets it apart. 

The brand new Turanza T005 tyre has already been chosen as 
original equipment to new cars from several major manufacturers, 
including BMW, Audi, Ford and Nissan. 

It is officially the best for wet weather braking and lateral wet grip 
stability (cornering), after tests with a range of rivals carried out by 
TUV, the European product testing and certification agency. 

Yet it also has low rolling resistance (better for fuel economy) and 
lasts up to 11 per cent longer than previous generation tyres. 

Its performance is down to a number of factors: a new compound 
with a high silica content, a new method of mixing the compound, 
the use of new materials in the tyre’s carcass and a carefully 
designed tread pattern. 

In the TUV tests, the T005 produced the best stopping 
performance of any of its rivals, stopping an average of 2.3 metres 
shorter. 

I was able to experience this on a less scientific but nonetheless 
convincing test track day, braking from 50mph between two lines 
of cones - first in dry conditions, then wet. As the T005-equipped 
VW Golf shuddered to a halt with maximum ABS assistance, I was 
more than a little surprised to note that its stopping distance in the 
wet test was only fractionally longer than in the dry. 

The second part of the test, again in wet and dry conditions, was 
carried out on a series of corners of various radius - some very 
tight indeed. They were again set out using cones, leaving a space 
roughtly the width of a single track road. The slightest tendency 
of the car to oversteer, or run wide, at speed would therefore be 
punished by the embarrassment of sending red and white plastic 
flying into the undergrowth. 

The fact is that with numerous runs by numerous drivers, that 
didn’t happen. You could feel inside suspension compress and the 
tyres bite as the car swung through the more testing bends, but it 
stayed perfectly on track. This again is supported by the TUV tests, 
showing that the T005 was capable of maintaining its track on a 
tighter radius than any of its competitors, 

It is, officially, the highest rated tyre for braking and cornering 
in the wet (graded A to EU standards for wet grip), while at the 
same time graded B for rolling resistance which is an impressive 
combination. It is one of only 15 per cent of tyres currently on the 
market to get that coveted A grading. 

Since tyres are critical to safety on the roads, the T005 with its 
new technology is another step forward, while also helping to 
reduce running costs. 

We can expect to see some further innovations from Bridgestone, 
including a new ‘airless’ wheel/tyre currently undergoing testing, 
which will also be fully recyclable,

Karate ace still gets 
kick out of teaching 


A KARATE ace has rekindled his love 
for the sport thanks to his stepson’s 
curiosity. 

Joseph Mongan is a former Funakoshi 
world champion. He’s also an ex-World Ka¬ 
rate Federation European champion, a Com¬ 
monwealth bronze medalist, and a third Dan 
black belt. 

After admittedly falling out of love with a sport 
he has now rediscovered his passion after stepson 
Leo found his medals and his interest piqued. 

Joseph had run a successful academy in Ipswich, 
but left it behind to move to Staffordshire with his 
wife. Following the gentle nudge from Leo, Joseph 
set up JGM Karate Academy in Norton Canes, 
near Cannock, and his current crop are beginning 
to replicate his success. 

Three of them have picked up medals at national 
level, just two years since he opened the academy. 

“Leo was searching through some stuff and just 
happened to stumble across my medals and tro¬ 
phies in a box,” said Joseph. 

Impressive 

“He asked me if I would teach him, and that’s 
where it all started, really. I had an academy back 
in Ipswich which me and my brother ran, and we 
had a lot of success there - some of our students 
won some very impressive medals.” 

The JGM Karate Academy now boasts more 
than 100 members - the oldest a grandmother in 
her 70s - with training at Jerome Primary School, 
Norton Canes Community Centre and Burntwood 
Leisure Centre. The club’s first black belt vies to 
become a Dan in April and other club members are 
on their way to claiming belts. 

Joseph accepts members from all age groups, 
backgrounds and abilities, and they have recently 
competed at the Kyu Grade English National 
Championships - picking up four medals. 

Joe Morell, aged 16, the club captain, won bronze 
in the Kata. Sam Rushworth, 14, also picked up a 
bronze in Kata at the 14-15 age group, and Mya 
Brown, 11, bagged both a bronze in the Kata and a 
silver in the Kumite, making her a double national 
medalist. “Mya is looking at attending the British

Championships in May, and we’re working very 
closely with her,” said Joseph. 

“To be able to compete in both styles at her age 
is a fantastic achievement. 

“There’s international championships later in 
the year, in Poland and Venice. There’s a chance 
we could have members competing in those too.” 

There has also been success at the USA Open, 
Central England Championships, The Yorkshire 
Open and the KAA National Championships. 

“We have very high hopes for them and their 
futures,” added Joseph. 

But while there is success on the mat, Joseph 
admits money is sometimes a cause for concern, 
especially since Karate England cut the funding it 
used to provide. 

“The students deserve recognition, and the 
sport needs it,” he said. “We’re actively looking 
for sponsorships because equipment and travel to 
tournaments and such doesn’t come free. 

“Without the recognition and the Press for 
these events, people don’t know we need the 
sponsorship and it can be difficult at times. At the 
moment, parents fund the majority of event par¬ 
ticipation, and we do what we can to help. 

“For the English Nationals, we put on a raffle 
at the Christmas party. People were very kind and 


we made £100 for the students, which we contrib¬ 
uted towards the competitors’ fees, meaning they 
paid around £15 per event.” 

A 100 Kata challenge last week has so far raised 
around £350 which will help towards tournament 
entry and travel. More than 20 club members took 
part in the challenge to do 100 Katas. 

Joseph himself has also been sent back to school 
to learn a new style for his students. “I regraded 
Shotokan to help some of my students. It was a 
certainly a challenge!” he said. 

“It was a lot of hard work and a lot of late nights, 
but I got there. It’s very interesting the difference 
in fitness and strength conditioning required, but 
it sparks my enjoyment to be learning something 
new, and to develop and push myself.” 

Though his students’ medals are at the fore¬ 
front of his success, the 33-year-old says there 
are many more rewarding factors to teaching. It’s 
something he says has taken him by surprise. I 
was telling my wife, it’s almost unbelievable the 
variety of reasons that we have people come to the 
academy,” he added. 

Discipline 

“We’ve had people coming looking to learn basic 
self-defence, some coming to improve their fitness. 
You kind of expect those, but then on the other 
side of the spectrum we’ve had people come who 
are low on confidence and who use it help them 
grow. 

“Some come because they perhaps struggle to 
manage their anger, and the sport helps teach 
them discipline. We really have helped people in 
all ways, and it’s very rewarding.” 

With karate now an official sport for the 2020 
Olympics, Joseph hopes the academy can grow in 
line with the sport. 

“We’re working with academy associates at the 
moment and we just want to keep growing,” he 
said. “We’re looking to start a karate league soon 
and invite other clubs in the area so that we can 
raise the competition standard. 

“There’s the British Championships in May and 
we’ve got high hopes. I’m just looking forward to 
seeing how things go.”

He scored 203 league goals with seven 
different clubs and spent three years out 
of the game when he was sent to prison 
in August 2004 for causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving.
